tive of Emperor W illiam at the launch­ 
ing of the kaiser’a new yacht, has been 
from hla youth the most popular of 
KlohenaoHern princes 
He la the sec­ 
ond son of the late Emperor Feeder 
ick. the ouly brother of the present 
kaiser, atwl waa born on Aug. 1.4, 1802. 
Henry la the sailor prince of the Im ­ 
perial fam ily, and. Like most sailor 
princes, he has always held a high 
place in the affection* of hia people. 
There are loyal Germans today who 
regard Henry a* the most talented 
metnt>er of the Ilohenzolfern fuuilly. 
W ith lila father, whom Germany Idol­ 
ised as **rnser Frits,” Henry was al­ 
ways a favorite son. ond during the 
long, painful ,¿11 ness of the emperne 
Prim e Ileu ry was untiring in his filial 
devotion, 
lie personally Is unlike his 
brother, the emperor. In many ways. 
In appearance he is not quite so tail, 
but he baa the strong, well knit figure' 
of u young man in perfect health, says
